SUBJECT : Review of Volume II off 25X1A 


History of ORR 


It is not often that the reading of a history leaves 25X1A 
me with a sense of exhilaration, such as I have just experienced 
in reading the second volume of ee ery of ORR. 

No doubt the stirring of memories of my Own association with 
ORR account in part for this feeling, but most of the credit 
belongs to Dave, who has in his second volume matched if not 
surpassed the high standard of historical writing which he 
attained in his first volume. This history, in my judgment 
will constitute a model of what a good component history 
should be like. Dave achieves a meaningful balance between 
structure and activity, a balance in which the structure is 
shown as having been adapted periodically to changes in major 
activities. Activities are discussed selectively to highlight 
the major concerns of the office. The treatment is interpretive 
and yet dispassionate. Complex analytical procedures are 
reduced to understandable summaries. These are some of the 
virtues that contribute to the excellence as well as the- 
utility of this history.

Neither of the versionsof the divestiture, as given here 
quite hits the mark. The functions had been nurtured in ORR 
until they reached an importance, and in some cases a maturity, 
which justified an independent status. The best example is 
the emergence of OSR, but OBGI is also a good case. NPIC 
developed very rapidly and was given independent status because 
of its expected significance rather than its maturity at the 
time. In fact, the reconstitution of OER is handled as an 
evolutionary action on p. 32. My suggestion for a title is: . 
The Emergence of OER, but if this title is given to the chapter, 
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then it may not be appropriate to term the final section an

1. The DDI Historical Officer has reviewed the revised 
version of the OBGI history entitled “Procurement of Maps 
for the a pois as | 25X11 
As far as the text goes, this Ais ory Is now ac- 
ceptable for publication. It will have to be retyped, how- 
ever, in order to meet Historical Staff publication standards. 


2. Format should be identical throughout the text. Part I 
now begins each,new section on a new page, while the rest of 
the history runs consecutively. The latter format is the 
preferred one, and Part f should be changed to conform. 


3. The Table of Contents is confusing because the 
separate parts of the history are lost to the eye (the first 
thing a reader sees is two Introductions). To establish a 
logical subordination, the Historical Staff suggests that the 
present Parts be changed into Chapters, with Subheadings ar- 
ranged as follows: 


I Introduction 


Historical Perspective 
Present Situation 
Programs, etc.

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(Numbering of headings can be omitted, subheadings will con- 
: tinue as A, B, etc.). Whatever system is adopted for the Table 
of Contents should be followed exactly in the text. 


4. The paper as submitted is riddled with internal 
stylistic inconsistencies. Consistency of usage should be 
maintained throughout in such matters as capitalization, punc~ 
tuation, citing of dates, etc. The reviewer has attempted to 
catch these problems as well as typographical errors and to 
note both in the Attachment.

Suggestions for this are included in the Attachment.

| 5. The list of source references needs considerable 


i 6. In addition to the comments noted in the Attachment, 
your attention is called to the preferred style for numbered 
lists, which is: (1)

This format is followed on pp 1-2 and 63-64, but not on pp 32- 
34, 55-56, and 57. The lists on the latter pages should be 
changed as appropriate. In addition, the unnumbered lists of 
similar items on p 111 and on pp 113-115 do not follow the 
same format and should be adjusted to do so. 


7, When the indicated revisions have been completed and 
the manuscript has been retyped to meet publication standards, 
this history can be submitted to Mr. King for final review. 
His signature on the title page provided will.indicate. his 
approval of the publication of this history. At that point, 
the manuscript should be returned to the Historical Staff for 
reproduction, binding, and dissemination. 
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
